The .story o£ the first stcura wnistle 


on the Missouri river is amusing. 
Its 


nti-oduotion dates back to 18-14. At 
that time tho settlers on the Missouri 
river were in tho habit of making rega- 
in yearly visits to St. Louis to do their 
trading for themselves and their friends. 
They were not provided with daily in- 
tercourse with the outside world, and 
nany who lived back from tho river 
seldom, if ever, saw a steamboat more 
than once a year. It happened that 
during the fall of 1844 the new steanv 
boat Lexington started up the Missouri 
river, loaded down to tho guards with 
freight.

The steamer was provided with a 


steam whistle—the first used on the 
Missouri river—and as it happened no 
one knew about it except Warner, who 
was a wng and a lover of a joke. 
The 


night after leaving St. Louis the pas- 
sengers were collected together playing 
cards (for fun) in the cabin, when the 
talk turned upon 
steamboat explo- 


sions, then very common. 


"I foci perfectly safe on this boat," 


said Warner aa ho dealt the cards. 


"Why?" inquired Yocum the planter. 
"Why?" echoed the rest of the com 


panv. 


"I will tell you why," 
said the wag, 


carefully studying his cards. 
"This 


boat is 'provided with a new patent 
safety valve, which notifies passengers 
on board when it is about to blow up. 
It is a concern which makeo a most 
unoartlily noise, and when you hear it, 
it is time" to get back aft or jump over- 
board. 
" 
Notwithstanding the fact that Warner 


told his story with tho most solemn nnd 
earnest countenance, somo wero skepti- 
cal. 
Not so, however, with the rjlanter. 


Next morning, when the Lexington was 
steaming up the long, straight stretch 
of river just below Washington, Mo., 
the passengers were at breakfast. The 
mei',1 had been called, and all wero 
busily engaged in doing justice to the 
land of meals they wore accustomed to 
servo on steamboats in those days. Sud- 
denly the whistle commenced to blow, 
the first tiaio on tho trip. The passen- 
gers looked (it each other a moment, 
and horror and dismay spread over 
their faces. 
Tho first man to realize 


the situation and act was Yocmn, the 
planter, who, with 
hair erect and 


blanched face, jumped up, crying as he 
pulled over ono after another of tho 
passengers:' 


"Bun, run for your lives; the d—a 
!iing is going to bust. Come with mo, 
nil let's save ourselves." 


Of course there was a stampede for 


ho rear of tho boat, and it was only by 
lie exertions of somo of tho crew that 
ho more excited wero restrained from 
umping into tho river.
